"Whole 
Race 


Should Not Be Charged with the 
Sins of Individual members," he 
said: 


"Although American citizenship 


consists of dicerent varieties 
of 


racial extraction, there should be 
only one standard and one law by 
which the rights and privileges of 
such citizens should be decided. A 
race of people, if it is to be judged 
a>. all, should be judged by the 
thrift, frugality, industry, intelli- 
gence and achievement of the race 
as a whole, and not by what it does 
as individuals. 


Whether a race is law abiding 


should not be determined by the 
acts of some individual citizens of 
that race or nation, but it should 
be determined by what that race or 
nation does as a whole criminally. 
True it is that now and tben a col- 
ored man commits some felonious 
crime; it is also true that many 
crimes are committed by members 
of my race who live in the far South- 
land, but it is nevertheless 
true 


that men of my race who are crim- 
inals in the South are the product 
of the unfavorable conditions which 
surround them in the Southland. 
If the colored man in the South 
would be given a fair and equal 
opportunity for education and de- 
velopment, and if laws were passed 
which would apply to him equally 
as apply to the white man, and if 
he could secure 
justice 
in 
the 


courts, he would be regarded more 
as a law abiding citizen 
than be 


^•ould be as 9. criminal. 
But even 


though, as I said before, colored 
men here and there commit crimes, 
yet it is unfair, unjust and 
un- 


American to change 
the 
entire 


negro race as being criminal. Ben- 
edict Arnold was a brave soldier 
on the staff of the American army; 
he was both shrewd, tactful and 
forceful in character, yet Benedict 
Arnold, an American general, be- 
trayed the secrets of his own coun- 
try to that of the enemy. But it 
would be unfair to brand every 
American general in the American 
army aa a 
traitor 
because one 


American army officer proved trai- 
tor to his country. Ancient Rome 
produced many able statesmen and 
orators, and Cateline was rated 
being one of Roe's most trustful 
citizens ;yet he, under cover 
of 


night, 
formed a conspiracy with 
others against the Roman govern- 
ment and planned to destroy 
his 


government. 
But there were such 


men as Cicero, the able and bril- 
liant orator, who exposed the con- 
spiracy against 
the government, 


and such men as Cato and a num- 
ber of other Roman citizens 
who 


were conserving the best interests 
Of their government. Jesus Christ 
himself, the leader of the twelve 
disciples, had among that number 
one who was unfaithful and decep- 
tive—that was Juuas Iscariot who 
osught to betray the Lord and mas- 
ter with thirty pieces of silver. But 
because there was one of the disci- 
ples who was unfaithful, no one 
would consider it fair and just to 
brand the other eleven as being un- 
worthy of the Christ. 


And so It ig with races of people 


and nations of the earth, that is, 
we may find individual criminals in 
all races; we may find those who 
are immoral in all races, but 
!» 


would be unfair to judge the whc!e 
race by 
what a fe*v 
individuals 


should do 
criminally. 
It is my 


claim that the Negro 
variety of 


American Citizenship is one of the 
most loyal, because there are oth- 
er elements of American Citizen- 
ship which have committed crimes 
which history will not 
record a 


single instance that can be imput- 
ed to that of members of my race. 
There has never been a member of 
my race who has 
assassinated a 


president of the United States, but 
on the contrary, other elements of 
American 
Citizenship 
have com- 


mitted such crimes. 
There is no 


single instance where a member of 
my race has been guilty of treason 
against this country, but on the 
other hand there are other cements 
of American Clttenshlp that have 
been guilty of treason. 


Thls is the American flag. I love 


the 
American flag and so do all 


Negro American Citlen*. and what- 
ever charge there be made against 
the Negro, no one, no, not even 
those white men In- the far South- 
land, have ever accused him of dis- 
loyalty. 
We know only ono flag 


and that is the American flag; we 
will spill our blood and die for the 
flag, and we have nothing but con- 
tempt and disrespect for any man, 
white or black, who does anything 
to bring dishonor and disgrace up- 
on that flag. Negroes have been In 
every war which this government 
haa been engaged to defend 
that 


flag. They were with Washington 
at New Orleans over two hundred 
strong; they were with Rooievalt 
at Baa Juan Hill and did much to 
protect and save bis life; they were

What You Can Do About 


Painful Ingrowing Toe -Nails

T is not alone by the major ailments that we arc 
made miserable. There are any number of simple 
things which sap our strength and make us ill. 


One of these is the ingrowing toe-nail, a condition 


in which the edge of the nail cuts through the soft tis- 
sues and becomes imbedded in the flesh. 


Needless to say, such a condition is always painful 


and may even become dangerous because of secondary 
infection, with pus formation. 


The big toe is the one most likely to be affected. 


The size, thickness and strength of this nail and the 
pressure placed upon it by the shoe, combine to make 
it a source of trouble.'

Pitiful Publicity 


The high percentage of error in 


the so-called "slacker-lists" lasued 
by the government has caused a 
great number of newspapers to re- 
fuse to publish them. In most caaea 
the papers explain that It is not 
so much fear of libel as unwilling- 
ness to "smirch" the names of men 
who served their country, with the 
full consent, but apparently with- 
out the official knowledge of the 
War Department. A few writers 
support the contention of the War 
Department which declares that 
publication gives every man who 
may be wrongly classified a chance 
to clear his record and thus save 
his descendants from suffering from 
a calumny later difficult to dis- 
prove. 


This view is reflected by the New 


Bedford Standard 
(Rep.) which 


says: 


For a man who went to Prance 


and fought in the trenches to find 
himself catalogued a draft evader 
is disagreeable, but at this time 
when so many know the facts and 
there is such a readiness to prc- 
lairn them the mistake does not 
seriously injure a man's reputation. 
Thirty years afterward had it gone 
undetected it would be harder to 
disprove; and the individual claim 
that he was not a slacker would 
probably be greeted with a 'that's 
what they all say!' " 


No such man will 'be injured"

Philadelphia Ledger (Ind. 


Dem.) 
believes, for "the publication 


of the record as it stands will bring 
to his attention the fact that there 
is a record at Washington 
that 


ought to be changed" and the Prov-
